A wonderful service was that which 
attracted an. interested audience to 
Trinity Episcopal church Monday af- 
ternoon. Rev. Mr. Mann, whose work 
among deaf mutes has given him a 
name in the world, preached an elo- 
quent sermon. 


There were no deaf mutes present, 
but the gentleman proceeded with 
the 
service, 
while 
Archdeacon 


Abbott, of 
Cleveland, 
read 
the 


hymns and his address. It was perhaps 
the first service of its kind ever held 
in the city, and interesting from start 
to finish. With the training that has 
become second nature Rev. Mr. Mann 
passed quickly through every detail 
in the language known to the silent, 
and the archdeacon impressively in- 
terpreted it to the people. 
Rev. Mr. Mann can neither speak 


nor bear, but is highly educated. Con- 
versation with him is carried on in 
writing, and he reads and writes 
readily but with the sheet inverted. 
His writing although inverted is 
plain and can easily be read. 
-I have been engaged in this work 


since 1373,'" wrote tbe reverend gen- 
tleman after being questioned by THE 
AGE, "and my work has been princi- 
pally in the central western states. 1 
have founded silent missions in all 
the large cities from Pittsburg to 
Kansas City. I also have a. mission in 
Chicago, 1 was at the Pittsburg mis- 
sion Sunday. Besides tbe work in the 
United States I have preached in 
Great Britain — London, Liverpool, 
Glasgow, Dublin, Belfast and Cork. I 
have also been on the continent, going 
down into Italy as far as Rome, see- 
ing many of tbe great cathedrals and 
galleries. 
"The Episcopal church is foremost 


in this work among the graduates of 
schools for deaf nmtes in America 
and England. In tbe summer of 1886 
I visited the Pacific coast and held 
services, tbe arst of this kind, in San 
Francisco, Los Angeles. Santa Fe. 
Salt Lake City, Denver and other 
places. I frequently officiate at the 
churches and missions for deaf mutes 
in New York, Philadelphia and Balti- 
more, though my Held is the middle- 
west. I spend about two thirds of my 
time away from home in missionary 
travel- 
My home is in Cleveland. 


Nexr Sunday I will be at the Colum- 
bus mission.' 
"There are about 60,000 deaf mutes 


in the fjnlted States, and—o*er -J.OO 
schools for their education. 
About 
one-third of these 60.000 haye been at 
school, another third are attending 
school and tbe remainder are little 
children at home.

In fact he could not havelived 
that way as he was known at Drew as 
a moral man. Tbe causes leading to 
his death are as much a mystery to 
his friends there as they are to his 
friends in West Lafayette. 


Henderson wrote to his mother Jan. 


31, and the letter is marked by a 
strange and serious tone. He stated 
that his iote for debate and being in- 
teliectnallybright bad been his ruin. 
It worned him that for tbe sake nf 
argument he once argued against God, 
and he urged his mother and all mem- 
bers of the family to read the Bible

traditional friendship for the United 
States and the absence of any special 
ground of sympathy -with Spain would 
enable her to juilge the situation more 
impartially thnn the other great pow- 
ers could be expected to do. bnt I am 
equally sure that no one eren of the 
other powers ever for one moment en- 
tertained the idea of intervention by 
war in behalf of Spain and that all the 
talk with which we have been regaled 
for the last three years about the im- 
minent danger of an armed coalition 
hostile to us and which was prevented 
only by the action of the British gov- 
ernment is without a shadow of foun- 
dation in fact.

Laurin. the two senators from South 
Carolina, who oii Saturday last were 
declared by the senate to he sn con- 
tempt because of their fight in the 
chamber, were not permitted by voice 
or by vote to participate in the pro- 
ceedings. 


The question as to their right to 


vote precipitated a sharp debate last- 
ing nearly two hoars. Mr. Turner 
(Dem., Wash./ contended vigorously 
for the right of the two senators to 
cast their votes, and he was sustained 
by Mr. Patterson (Colo.). Mr Bailey 
(Texas) and other Democrats. They 
he!d thai even if the two senators act- 
ually were under arrest and in the 
custody of the sergeant-at-arms, they 
could demand that they be allowed to 
vote, as the senate had not passed on 
their case. - 


Mr.'Foraker. Mr. A'dricb and other 


Republicans held that the senators 
clearly could not participate in any of 
the proceedings of the senate until 
they had purged themselves of con- 
tempt and the senate had removed the 
ban- placed on them. 


The president pro tern.. Mr. Frye. 
iu that .the two senators could not 


vote, and he was sustained by a ma- 
jority of the senate. During the de- 
bate on the Philippine bill Mr. ilc- 
Comas and Mr. Wellington of Mary- 
land became involved in a contro- 
versy, during the course of which the 
latter declared that if Mr. McComas 
should make his statements outside of 
the senate chamber he would brand 
them as a malicious falsehood. He 
was called to order promptly ana re- 
sumed his seat amid considerable ex- 
citement. 


Many amendments were offered to 


the Philippine bill, but except those 
offered by the committee only one. an 
amendment restricting the operation 
of the sedition laws enacted by the 
Ta.fi. commission, was passsd 
The 


amendment of Mr. Foraker fixing the 
rate of duties levied upon products. 
coming into the United States from 
the Philip-pines at 50 per cent of the 
Dingley rates, instead of 75 per cent. 
as fixed by the bill, was lost, but it 
receivea a large Republican vote. Had 
the Democrats voted for it as a party 
it would have carried, but many Dem- 
ocrats voted against it. 


As passed the measure 
provides 


that articles imported into the Philip- 
pine archipelago from the United 
States shall be required to pay the 
duties levied against them by the Phil- 
ippine commission and paid upon like 
articles imported into the archipelago 
from foreign countries; that articles 
Imported into the United States from 
the Philippines shall pay a duty of 75 
per cent of the rates fixed by the Ding- 
ley law. less any export taxes paid 
upon the articles sent from the Philip- 
pine archipelago as required by the 
Philippine commission. - All articles 
now imported free into the United 
States shall be hereafter exempt from. 
export duty imposed in Philippines. 


House Doings. 


Washington. Feb. 25. — After passing 


a 
bill to divide Texas into four 


judicial districts, and also the Tawney 
resolution calling on the secretary of 
war for information concerning the 
transfer of sugar lands in Cuba since 
the American occupation, the house 
transacted some business pertaining 
to the District of Columbia, and later 
took up the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill. The bill carries 
an appropriation of SI.931.67S. an in- 
crease of SS2.950 over last year. It 
was made the vehicle for speeches on 
trusts, coinage and other irrelevant 
matters. The galleries were packed 
all day in anticipation of Prince Hen- 
ry's visit. 


Mr. Irwin (Ky.) delivered his first 


speech in the house and denounced 
the remarks of his colleague (Mr. 
Wheeler) regarding the visit of Prince 
Henry. Mr. Gilbert (Ky.) opposed the 
Republican policy in the Philippines. 


At this juncture Prince Henry en- 


tered the gallery of the house and was 
loudiy applauded, some venturing to 
give vent to cheers. Prince Henry 
gracefully bowed aad was then shown 
to his seat by Mr. Hitt <I!!s.K He re 
maiaed for 15 minutes, during wh:cli 
time be evinced the greatest interest 
in the proceedings. He was loudiy ap- 
plauded as he left the chamber. 


Without disposing of the pending 


bill the hocse adjourned at 4:20 p. m.
